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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections set forth in the Office Action 
dated March 30, 2005 are respectfully requested. 

The specification and abstract have been amended, and are believed to 
overcome the examiner's objections. 

I. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

A. The Applied Art 

Claims 23, 29-31, 33, 62, 68-70 and 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Sager et al. (US 5,343,147) in view of Nagaishi et al. (US 
6,084,399). 

Claims 23, 29-31, 33, 62, 68-70 and 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Sager et al. (US 5,343,147) in view of Nagaishi et al. (US 
6,084,399). 

Claims 24, 25, 34, 63, 64 and 73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sager et al. in view of Nagaishi et al. as applied to claims 23, 33, 62 
and 72 and further in view of Schlosser et al. (US 5,696,691). 

Regarding claims 24 and 65, Schlosser et al. teaches developing the Fourier 
spectra for a wide spectrum of frequency bands. 

Without conceding the appropriateness of the rejections, but instead to expedite 
prosecution, the rejected claims are hereby canceled, and the allowable subject matter 
in claims 26-28, 32, 35-37, 65-67, 71 and 74-76 pursued by rewriting such claims to 
place them in independent form and include any limitations of base/intervening claims. 
The applicants reserve the right to pursue canceled claims in a continuing application. 
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VI. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, the claims pending in the application comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 and patentably define over the applied art. A Notice of 
Allowance is, therefore, respectfully requested.
